In fifteen years, your organization, the Quarter Century Wireless Association, 
Inc, founded on an idea, 0} JOAN DI BLAST, UDA RO! , JOAN 
GIOE, EDWIN S, CRANE, "GROVES and DR. ERNEST CYRIAX, 
has grown irom our original little nucleus of thirty old timers in amateur radio to 
its present stature of over three thousand members. 


Our membership represents a cross section of the entire field of men and women 
who make amateur radio their hobby. It is clear that the concept of the founders

Name and Purpose of the Association

Sec. 2. The purposes of this 


ociation shall be 


(a) To foster and develop friendship and co-operation among amateur 
wireless and radio operators of more than twenty-five year’s stand- 
ing. 

(b) To take general interest in all matters affecting or involving ama- 


teur wireless or radio and sponsor such actions as may be deemed 
proper in their interests, 


Articie II. 
Membership 


Sec. 1. The membership of the association shall consist of those persons who 
have signed the Certificate of Incorporation, together with all persons who are here- 
after received in or elected to membership as hereinafter provided. 

See. 2. Any person is eligible for membership who submits satisfactory proof 
that he or she is a licensed amateur radio (wireless) operator, that he or she was 
licensed as such twenty-five or more years ago and who, upon submitting an applica- 
tion, is approved by the Board of Directors, as provided in the By-Laws of the asso- 
ciation. 

Sec, 3. The classes of membership and the fees therefor will be prescribed in 
the By-Laws. 

Sec. 4, A member may

Government 


Sec. 1. The general management of the affairs of the association shall be vested 
in the Board of Directors, who shall be elected as provided in the By-Law: 

The officers of the association shall consist of a President, Vice-Presi- 
dent, ecutive Secretary, Recording Secretary and Treasurer, and such other 
officers as the Board from time to time may designate.

Sec. 3. The Board of Directors shall consist of the President, V ident, 
Executive Secretary, Recording Secretary, Treasurer and five other members of the 
association. 

Sec, 4. The Board of Directors shall meet at least once each year and at the 
call of the President. At least one-half of the Board members shall be present to 
constitute a quorum. 

Sec. If a vacancy occurs among the officers or in the Board of Directors, 
such vacancy shall he filled for the unexpired term by the Board of Directors, 

Sec. 6. The President shall be a member ex-officio of all committees.

Meetings 


See. 1. The association shall hold an annual meeting before the end of cach 
calendar year at a time and place to be designated by the Board of Directors. 

Sec. 2. The purpose of this meeting shall be the election of the officers and 
directors of the association and such other purposes as may be necessary or proper 
for the conduct of the association. 

Sec. 3. Other meetings of the association may be held throughout the year, 
the time and place to be designated by the Board of Directors.

Articie 1. 
Membership 


Sec, 1. A person eligible for membership may apply by making application 
in the form prescribed by the Board of Directors and submitting with application one 
year’s due plus an Entry I 

See. 2, Each application will be considered by the Board of Directors and, if 
approved by the Board of Directors, the Executive Secretary will notify the appli- 
cant of his election to membership. 


Arricie IT. 
Dues 


Sec. 1. Each applicant for membership shall remit an Entry Fee of Three 
Dollars ($3.00) plus one year’s dues of Two Dollars ($2.00), making a total of Five 
Dollars ($5.00), which shall be returned to him or her should the application not 
be approved. 

Sec. 2, Dues shall be payable to the Treasurer in the amount of ‘Two Dollars 
($2.00) per annum, or prepaid Five Dollars ($5.00) for three vears, Ten Dollars 
($10.00) for six years, or Twenty Five Dollars ($25.00) for Life Membership. Any 
member whose dues have not been received by the Treasurer prior to ninety days 
after the first calendar year, shall automatically cease to he a member in good 
standing. Such member (in default) may, at the option of the Board of Directors, 
be dropped from the membership rolls of the association and shall thereupon cease to 
bea member of the Association.

Sec. 1. The Board of Di hall have control of the property and affairs 
of the association and shall fix They shall have power to hold meetings ;

Sec. The Treasurer shall have charge of all receipts of moneys of the 
association, shall keep account and collect all applications, fees, dues and charges 
due from members, hold same in the name of the association and disburse said 
funds as ordered or authorized by the Board of Directors. He shall keep regular 
accounts of his receipts and disbursements. submit said records as and when 
requested by the Board of Directors and give a statement at regular meetings of 
the association.
